Very few people know how near 


Chinatown came to being destroyed 
by fire last Wednesday night. Had 
it not been for the prompt action 
of some natives in the vicinity of 
King street on Mannakea there is 
no doubt a serious conflagration 
would have occurred. $£{}

About midnight people in the 


locality mentioned were awakened 
by frantic yells of Chinamen and 
shrill notes of whistles. 
It seems 


that some unknown person bad 
poured kerosene oil all over the 
wall connecting two rooms on the 
ground floor of an 
unoccupied 


house next that of a Chinese cab- 
bage store in the vicinity spoken 
of. 
This had been ignited and the 


volumes of smoke * which resulted 
caused the Chinamen next door to 
be awakened. Instead of inquiring 
into the matter, they began to 
hustle their effects out upon the 
opposite sidewalk, all the while 
yelling fire. 


Several natives broke open the 


door of the burning building, and 
despatching several of the rattled 
Mongolians for buckets of water, 
soon had the flames extinguished, 
although good headway had been 
gained and the thin ceiling begun 
to catch fire. 


The police arrived soon after, 


thinking there was a fight on 
hand, this impression having been 
conveyed by the whistles. 
An at- 


tempt was made to locate the in- 
cendiary, but all efforts failed. 
The building was well chosen for 
the center of operations; others in 
the vicinity are old and would 
have burned rapidly.

"There's 


that volcano; it may not be as 
large* a (canvas as some, but I feel 
I have caught the subtle something 
that raises it above the plane of 
black and red paint and gives it 
true artistic value. 
The price? 


Paintings cannot be measured in 
cash value. I may dash off a little 
'effect' in a couple of hours that has 
more merit than a canvas I have 
labored over for as many months. 
There's that study of pheasants in 
the window; I am not ashamed to 
say I painted it in less than six 
hours, in one sitting, and there's 
more go and snap in it than in 
that other still life alongside it, 
and it's cheap—cheaper than people 
here realize—at sixty dollars. No, 
I don't think my prices high, for 
the grade of work I do. 


"I have known people here in 


this town to go abroad—what a 
charm the term 'from abroad1 has 
to some people—and buy pictures 
and statues I should be ashamed to 
have seen in my studio; and com- 
pare the pieces they pay to these 
on this price list. And if I do say 
it of myself, there is good in it. 
My Parisian experience was of 
great benefit to me. The main 
thing I learned there was my limi- 
tations, and there is nothing in 
this little show that is beyond 
them. People don't seem t<*tbink 
of that. That's where the success 
of Corot and Daubigny come in. 
They knew their limitations and 
did not try to paint such subjects 
as the Embarkation of Columbus 
at Palos or Venice Enthroned; and 
look at the prices their work brings. 


"No. The time is past when an 


artist's work is only valued after 
his death. Look at the success of 
some of our younger American 
artists—Harrison with his marines 
and 
sunsets, Sargent with his 


powerful portrait work. Yet, do 
you know, it is sometimes most 
discouraging. A fellow is always 
reaching a little beyond his depth 
and getting into deep water. See 
that dawn effect at Waialoa, num- 
ber eight on the list. I painted 
that sky half a dozen times before 
it suited me. The harmony with 
the cooler greys in the foreground 
and water was extremely difficult 
to catch. In my original study I 
had it suggested, but in tbe crudest 
way, and in trying to bring it out

Catching Wood Borers 


NEW USE FOE BEEE BOTTLES. 


Commissioner Marnden Bejolces that 


Carpenter Bees Can be Exterminat- 
ed—Ineffectual Experiments Made. 
Latest Discovery Made by Accident. 


The Carpenter Bee is a great pest 


in this country. Making its nest 
only in wood, it annually causes 
much damage to the wood work of 
bouses, fence posts, etc. The only 
protection so far has been to paint 
and sand every part of wood work. 
This is expensive, and any means 
that will materially reduce the 
numbers of this destructive insect 
will be eagerly welcomed. Many 
things have been tried to kill off 
the bee, viz., paying the children 
so much per hundred, plugging 
the holes with rags saturated with 
sugar and Paris green has done a 
great deal in reducing the num- 
bers of the pest, but the latest dis- 
covery promises to be the most 
effectual method yet tried in com- 
bating the bee. 


A few months ago one of C. A. 


Brown's men was at work on tbe 
land above Waipio. He had taken 
his lunch with him and a bottle of 
water. 
After he had eaten his 


lunch and drank the water, he 
placed the bottle (a quart beer 
bottle) on the top of a fence post 
and left it there. A month or so 
afterward, he visited the locality 
again, .and saw the bottle still 
standing on the fence post. On 
examining the bottle be found it, 
much to his surprise, full of car- 
penter bees. 


Taking the bottle he at once re- 


ported this curious occurrence to 
Mr. Brown, who proceeded to test 
this novel method of trapping the 
bee. He had several hundred beer 
bottles (black glass) tied in an up 
right position to the fence posts on 
his land, and after several months 
every one of these bottles were from 
one-half to completely filled up 
w ith the bees. Mr. Brown has now 
a good use for all the empty beer 
bottles that he can procure. 
It 


would seem that the bee is attract- 
ed (not by the smell of what has 
been in the bottle) by the nice, 
round hole at the top of the bottle, 
which seems to offer him a nest al- 
ready made. He enters and there 
he stays, for the necfc of the bottle 
is too narrow for him to fly out and 
the sides too smooth for him to 
walk out. His buzzing in the bot- 
tle soon attracts others, who enter 
to keep him company; they keep on 
going in until the bottle ia full. 
, his is an easy method of catching 
tbe bee. Just tie empty beer bot- 
tles to the veranda posts or to the 
wall and the bees will do the rest. 
It is necessary that the bottles be 
placed perfectly upright, or else the 
bees may get out. 


Mr. Brown has left two of the 


bottles in my office, where they can 
be seen by any one interested. 
These bottles are full of bees and 
are only a fair sample of several 
hundred of the bottles that Mr. 
Brown has set out.

home being the only available 
place, his hospitality was often 
severely taxed.

dry and divers time", athletic events, 
swimming contests, rifle matches, 
etc., to form attractions for making 
journeys there both successful and 
pleasant.

Supposed Loss of the Disable 


Steamship Strathnevis. 


204. PEOPLE ABOARD THE VESSEL 


Drilled for Mxt> Days on the 


Ilelplefas uiitl S'lort of Provisions 
Picked 1'p by tne Miowera 45O Mile 
FromN lctorla-Lo«t Airalu 


The steamship Miowera, just arrive 


in port and a week overdue, brings 
news of thrillllng interest. 
She let 


Victoria, B.C., on the evening of th 
16th 
ult., with a full cargo and tin 


usual passenger list, making a splen 
did run until the morning of the 18th 
in north latitude 49.59, west longitude 
132.21, when a steamer was sighted 
dead ahead, flying signals of distress 
and atking (or assistance. She turned 
out to be the missing steamahij 
Strathnevis, which had sailed from 
Victoria on the 13th of October, and 
•when 1700 miles out had broken her 
propeller shaft on the 20th. 
From 


that date until she sighted the Mio- 
wera she had been drifting at the 
mercy of the winds and waves. She 
bad on board 165 Chinese and Japan- 
ese as passengers, and a crew of 39 
men. 
The cargo, about 1300 tons 


consisted of flour and canned salmon 
The ship's supplies had run out, and 
the cargo had to be broached to pro- 
vide provisions. The captain, after 
signalling for assistance, sent bis mate 
on board. The poor fellow was so 
overcome by the prospects of relief 
that it was some time before he could 
explain to Capt. Stott the situation of 
the vessel, and ask him to tow the 
Strathnevis Into port. A supply of 
beef, mutton, rice, tobacco and other 
necessaries was sent across to the dis- 
tressed' vessel. 
A wire cable was 
passed to the Miowera, and the course 
of the latter was changed, heading 
back to Victoria with the Strathnevis 
in tow. 


THE PASSENGEBS CONSULTED. 


Before deciding to tow the Strath- 
nevis into port, Captain Stott called a 
meeting of .the saloon passengers, and 
explained to them the desperate con- 
dition of the Strathnevis, helpless and 
drifting on a lee shore, sure to go on 
the rocks inside of a week if she was 
left to herself. 
He asked for an 
expression of opinion. The passen- 
gers were from England, Australia, 
the United States and Canada, and to 
a man they declared that it was the 
plain duty of the captain to do his 
best to rescue the distressed steamer. 
For the particulars of the incidents 
that followed until the Stratbnevis 
was lost ID the gale, this paper is 
indebted to Mr. Holland, of Ottawa, 
one of the passengers on tbe Miowera, 
extracts from a record kept by him in 
the form of a letter lo a friend : 


NOBTH PACIFIC OCEAN,] 


Somewhere about 300 miles South > 
west of Victoria, Deo. 19, 1895.) 
We are having ttu adventure sure 
enough. 
1 wrote you yesterday that 


we had picked up t'be missing steamer 
"Strathuevis" after 
s-he had 
beeu 


floratlog round 
between here and 
Japan for sixty days. 
It took several 


hours before we got her in tow, aud 
then heavy weather set in—ram, fog 
and wind. 
However we had the 


wind and current iu <>ur favor, ami 
everything went swimmingly until 
after mianight, wbeu tde big wire 
hawser parted, aud the "Miowera" 
had to lie to until daylight. In the 
meantime tbe wind increased to a 
gale, and all day the seas have beeu 
running 
"mountains high." 
We 


made several ineffectual effort* to get 
another line out but failed, losing one 
large marnlla hawser in the attempt. 
We are now sailing round the drifting 
derelict to keep her in company. I 
doubt very much if we can do any- 
thing more until the wind ami sea 
go down. 
There are 203 eouN on 
board the "Strathnevis" of whom 39 
are crew. 
There are a few European 


passengers , the rest are Chinese aiul 
Japs. The chief mate told one of our 
officers that they had to

line to make it equal to anything 
afloat. 
I will keep you posted on

have abandoned all hope tbat the 
missing vessel is still afloat, or 1 
afloat that she can be saved.

A DESPERATE CONDITION. 


Tuesday Morning. — It was some 


time after we had altered our course 
yesterday before I knew the reason 
why we are DOW on oui course for 
Honolulu instead of Victoria. When 
:he captain set the vessel's course for 
Jape Flattery be was met, with such 
.remendous seas tbat thefe was dan- 
jer of tbe Miowera going under. Tons 
of water washed over tbe decks, going

Our cable parted again half an hour 
fter we bad started and everybody 
was in despair. Fortunately, as tbe 
un declined, tbe wind and sea went 
own. A boat was lowered, and be- 
ore it became too dark to see we bad 
ten-inch Manilla hawser and an- 
ther wire cable fast to the tow. We 
re now steaming along at the rate of 
bout seven knots per hour, and if we 
0 not strike a gale off Cape Flattery 
the entrance to the Straits of FucaJ 
•e shall reach Victoria by Sunday 
vening. I can imagine the disap- 
olntment of tbe several tugs aud 
teamers that are out north looking 
or tbe missing vessel when they re- 
zrn and find her safe in port.

General read the pardons and made a 
few remarks in kind tones, which 
were replied to by Major Seward with 
sentiments of regard for clemency 
extended by the Government. The 
others showed appreciation by grasp- 
ioe the hands of the officials.
